Consolidation 


To the Editor: 

As there is considerable diicussion being 
carried on at the present time regarding 
consolidation of schools, in this vicinity, I 
will endeavor to deal with the question 
from the standpoint of tke child, which of 
course should have our greatest attention 
when we consider such matters; 

At the same time I will try to meet afew 
of the arguments used against the scheme 
by people, who, it seems to me, have never 
given the matter their earnest attention, 

There are six main reasons why a con- 
soligated school is better fitted than a rural 
o1 the training and general welfare of 
the child, First, the town schodls generally 
have more experienced and capable teachers 
than ruralschools, Practically all teachers 
with several years experience are to be 
found in town schools and it is only natural 
that these schools should offer greater in- 
ducements to this class of teachers, When 
a teacher leaves the Normal, he or she gen- 
erally enters a rural school, If they show 
ability or if they gain enough experience 
they seek schools in town, and consequent- 
these schools secure qualified teachers,and 
this would be especially true should con- 
solidation be put into effect here and a 
large and comfortable building erected, 

In a school of 3 or4 rooms we also have 
the opportunity to cover the course pre- 
scribed by the educational authorities, 
Anyone who has taught in a rural school 
knows it is absolutely impossible -to. cover 
the prescribed course in all grades. Ina 
school of 8 grades the average time which 
can be spent by a teacher in actyal teach- 
ing in each class in each grade is 44 min’s. 
Imagine if youcan, any person trying to 
teuch the meaning of fractions in 4 minutes. 
‘To overcome this difficulty, much of the 
work has to be omitted and the pupil re- 
cieyes an education in the ‘3 R’s” and 
very little else. Inaschoolof 3 or 4 rooms 
thisi the case. A teacher with 3 grades 
can easily cover all the work as she can 

spend more time with each class and so she 
accomplishes far greater results than having 
% grades to teach. Again, in a large build- 
ing the pupils are provided with better

grasp their work more clearly and efficient- 
ly.. Pupils take far more pride in a room 
which is well eqnipped andabsolutely sani- 
tary than in One barely furnished, as many 
rural schools are. 

In a donsolidated school, pupils aregiven 
the opportunity to take up high school 
work, and this fact alone should prove a 
great asset to the people of this district. 
Many who now leave school after the- 7th 
or 8th grade would continue in school and 
in some cases acquire university matric- 
ulation, It is also a greatincegtjye to the 
public school pupil to take up high-school 
work when he is in his homeschool. Ina 
rural school the graduation is class 8, In 
a consolidated school it is grade 11 or 12, 
It is quite evident then that many boys & 
girls will prefer to graduate rather than 
drop out before their course is finished. 
By so doing they would be doing them. 
selves a service for which they would al- 
Ways be grateful. 

Another point is the fact that in a large 
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school a better heating and ventilation 
system is provided and the whole building 
school. Pupils become far less antagonis- 
tic to school life when evérything is up-to- 
date. Lastly, the social life of the large 
school is far more attractive than that of | 
the small Different 
are formed, games and sports nre taken up 


one. organizations | 
extensively, competition arises between | 
the different grades, and generally speak- | 
ing, the whole spirit of the school is great- 
ly strengthened. The result of this will 
be that children will enjoy school life and 
no longer shall we have to ‘‘drive” them 
to school. They will, rather, take an 
active interest in their school and so their 
school life is a thing to which they can, in 
latter years logk back ppon with pleasure 
—a thing which very few adults are able 
to do. 

Among the arguments brought against 
this scheme is that of the increased ex- 
penditure. This may be true while the 
new building is being’ paid for but after 
this is done, expenses will be diminished 
greatly. It stands to reason that where 
each teacher has~30 or 40 pupils the cost 
per pupil will be smaller than when the 
class has only 15 or 20. At any rate, no 
parent should object to a slight increase in 
| the cost of his childs education when that 
child is receiving a much better public 


tion. The van system is, I understand, 
another objection raised. When you 
realize that the children drive in a convey- 
ance which is covered and heated, you can | 
see that this is much more desirable than 
having them walk a long distance and 
have their hands or feet frozen as they so 
often do in the country. This vap system
